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1 . Applicant's amendment filed 1/4/2006 has been entered. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 52 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 52 is currently dependent upon cancelled claim 30 and 
thus is incomplete. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 1 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Monico 
6,259,369. Monico discloses a RFID device (29) associated with a mail piece (11). 
When the envelope is sealed the RFID device is active. Thus the state being one of a 
"never opened" state is anticipated when the RFID device is active and transmitting to 
an inherent receiver (interrogator). The reception of a transmission from the RFID is 
considered to be indication of the mail piece status. It is also inherent that a processor 
for processing the information received by the interrogator is present, i.e. the data 
center in communication with the interrogator. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

8. Claim 26 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Monico 6,259,369. Monico discloses that which is seen above. Monico does not 
disclose the additional interrogator units as in claim 26. However, Official Notice is 
taken that multiple interrogators used in the operational environment is old and well 
known. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to implement the system of Monico with a plurality of interrogators. This 
would allow for the mail piece to be tracked at a plurality of locations. 

9. Claims 2-25,27-29,31-51 ,53-57 are allowable over the prior art of record for the 
same reasons as previously set forth. 
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10. Applicant's arguments filed 1/4/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the "never opened" state is not inherent within 
Monico. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Claim 1 recites the choice of either a 
never opened state or a previously opened state. When the mail is first received it is 
inherent that it is "never opened". The system of Monico processes mail that has 
received in such a condition and therefore it is inherent that Monico includes processing 
of mail pieces in the "never opened" status. Applicant also states that the examiner's 
holding of Official Notice is not understood. However, as clearly stated in the previous 
rejection and repeated above, the examiner is merely relying upon Official Notice to 
establish that "interrogators" (claim language) existing in plurality in a mail handling 
system are known and therefore including an additional "interrogator" to Monico, which 
already includes an "interrogator" is obvious for the reasons stated above.
